President Coolidge Pre- 
sents Roosevelt Token 
to Georgia Woman in 
White House Ceremony. 


HIGHEST PRAISE 
IS GIVEN TO HER 


James R. Garfield Also 
Lauds Her Educational 
Work Among Mountain 
Children of South. 


Washingion, D. C., May 1o5.—In 
the presence of a distinguished as- 
sembly which included cabinet offi- 
cials, General Pershing and members 
of the faculty of the school which 
she founded in Georgia, Miss Martha 
Berry was presented today by Presi- 
dent Coolidge with a medal- awarded 
her by the Roosevelt Memorial asso- 
ciation for her welfare work among 
women and children in the southern 
Appalachian mountains. 

The ceremony took place in the 
east room of the white house. Miss 
Berry was one uf the recipients of 
the medals, the others being Governor 
Pinchot, of Pennsylvania, and George 
Bird Grinnell, of New York, an edi- 
tor and publisher. 

Paying tribute to the work done by 
Miss Berry, founder of the Berry 
schools, President Coolidge said: 

Remarks cf Coolidge. 

“I know the gentlemen who have 
been awarded the other two medals 
will not misunderstand me when I 
say that, greatly «3s Theodore Roose- 
velt would be gratified if he could see 
-a distinction bearing his name be- 
stowed upon ‘these old: friends, he 
would yet be most stirred to see 
this. Re medal bestowed upon 
you. le believer in you and your 
work and it was charactertisic of 
him that, believing in you, he should 
have upheld your hand and done 
what he could to win you friends. 

“In building out of nothing a great 


educational institution for the chil- 
dren of the nountains, you have con-. 
tributed to your time one of its most 
creative achievements. Because of 
you, thousands have been released 
from the bondage of ignorance and 
countless other thousands in the gen- 
erations to come will walk not 
darkness, but in the light. You have 
built your school by faith—faith in 
your vision, faith in God who alone 
ean make vision substantial.” 


Tribute of Garfield. 


Miss Berry’s »ame was presented 
by James R. Garfield, president of 
the Roosevelt. Memorial association, 
who paid her the following tribute: 

“For the medal for distinguished 
service in behalf of women'and chil- 
dren, I have the honor to present the 
name of one who, seeing a great need, 
turned from the pleasant places in 
which her lines were east to bring 
light and opportunity to children.

the time of ice late this year. 

Chief Jett’s idea concerning the 
‘alawgs” was announced close op the 
heels of two of the most daring “stick- 
ups” that sophisticated Atlanta— 
which has of late adopted the atti- 
tude of stubbornly carrying on busi- 
ness as usual despite their activities 
—has yet known. The criminal fra- 
ternity engaged in a merry game of 
“hide and seek” with the police 
threw in for good measure burglary -of 
Two Atlanta homes, a garage and a 
soda fountain.

trely out and stepping into a light 
roadster which he had left parked, 
with motor running, about 100 feet 
away.

While Garner retreated before the 
crawn pistel of the robber, Matlock 
offered resistance, with the result 
that the rebber snapped his pistol as 
he levelled it at Matlock’s head. The 
cartridge, however, failed to explode, 
and the footpad fled after obtaining 
approximately $25 from the cash till.

RUM, SHIP NABBED 
NEAR PALM BEACH 


Battered by Terrific Seas, 

Vessel Calls for Help; 
Is Towed to Miami by 
Coast Guard Captors. 


BY THE ASSOCIATED PRESS, 
Miami, Fla., May 15.—Disabled in 
terrific seas, a large speedy rum boat 


Beach by eoast guard cutter No. 294, 
from Miami, after her skipper had 
hailed a passing tug boat for help. 
The captured vessel was towed to 
Miami early this morning. 

Coast guardsmen had been informed 
of the plight of the rum runner, but 
were unable to find it until the ocean 
tug, Leader, en route from Morehead, 
S. C., to Miami, went to the rescue, A 
hawser had been made fast to the 
tug boat and the rum skipper was lift- 
ing his anchor when the patrol boat 
appeared. Officers boarded and took 
charge of the vessel immediately and 
towed it down the coast to Miami. 

According to the captain of the tug, 
the rum vessel was wallowing help- 
lessly in the breakers about two miles 
off shore with a stalled engine when 
the master of the boat signalled dis- 
tress. As only one man-was aboard 
the captured boat and only a part of 
a cargo of liquor was found, it is he- 
lieved the craft was being unloaded 
when the squall arose. 

This is said to be the first capture 


of liquor craft in east Florida waters 
since the beginning of the rum war in 
the north.

DEMOCRATIC PARTY 
TOPUBLISHWEEKLY 


‘The National Democrat,’ 
Soon To Be Issued, Will 
Be the First Step in Poli- 
cy of Militant Publicity. 


Washington, May 15.—<As the first 
step in a policy of ‘militant publicity” 
for the democratic party, a group of 
party ledders has arranged for.the.pub-4 
lication of a weekly newspaper to be 
known as “The National Democrat.” 

In announcing the forthcoming pub- 
lication in a statement tonight, Repre- 

Representative Oldfield predicted 
kansas, chairman of the demecratie 
congressional campaign committee, de- 
clared its editoriai policies would be 
directed by a “strong advisory board,” 
in the interest of the party as a whole, 

Publication of the weekly, Mr. Old- 
field said, was made possible by a num 
ber of prominent democrats, “interest- 
ed in the party’s future and having 
especially in mind the congressional 
elections next year.” 

The management of The National 
Democrat, he continued “will not fa- 
vor any faction in the party. It will 
rot be published in the interest of 
any candidate. nor will it atfempt te 
defeat the nomination of any candi- 
date in the democratic primary or 
convention. 

“It will fight the enemies of the 
democratic party and it will do all in 
its peweer to assist in the elettion of 
democratic candidates, 

“Tack of adequate publicity has 
been the greatest handicap of the 
democratic party in state and  na- 
tional politics.. Special privileges fos- 
tered by the republican party largely 
control the press of the country. 
Therefore, the democratic party must 
depend for its snpport upon the peo- 
ple who ask and expect nothing more 
than equal opportunity with all other 
Americans te work out their own sal- 

vation.”’ 

Representative Olfield predicted 
the publication would have a circula- 
tion of 1,000,000 copies before next 
year’s elections are held.

This 
offici: 1 adhesion to the principle call- 
ing for « settlement of tie debt p*. b- 
lem in the near future confirms the 
reports current recently that the new 
French government would not allow 
this cloud to hang over France much 
longer. : 

Active negotiations, it was said, at 
the Quai O'Orsay Wednesday, likely 
will begin within 15 days, but it is 
thought at the ministry of finance 
that that this opinion was too opti- 
mistic because France can make a 
definite proposal for a settlement only 
after the budget is voted for 1925. 
By the budget vote it wil be seen 
whether the French parliament ap- 
proves Caillaux’ plan to take the 
receipts from the Dawes plan out of 
the regular state revenue account and 
use them in part for debt settlement 
and in part for the completion of the 
reconstruction work in the devastated®* 
areas of the north of France. 

It is expected the budget will be 
out of the way in about six weeks, 
and then M. Caillaux, having finished 
the first of his three-staged financial 
plan, will grapple with the second, 
which is debt settlement. This means 
all debts owed by France, interior as 
well as exterior. 

Negotiations will be opened with 
both London and Washington when 
the time arrives for concrete, proposals 
to be made. They will take the form 
of personal conferences between Fi- 
nance Minister Caillaux. Foreign Min- 
ister Briand and the British foreign 
secretary, Austen Chamberlain, and 
Winston Churchill, chancellor of the 
excheqner; and, in the negotiations 
with Washington a special Freneh-: 
commission probably will be sent to 
deal with the American debt funding 
commission,

Interment is expected to be in a 
mausoleum, constructed undér the gen- 
eral’s personal direction on a genily 
sloping lawn of Arlington, directly in 
front of the Lee mansion.

Centinuing io the army. he fought and 
pursued Indians on the great. plains 
for more than 20 years; led the army 
of occupation in Porto Rico during the 
Spanish-American war, and although 
long retired when the United States 
entered the world war, he was ready 
and eager to participate once.again in 
the service to which his life had been 
devoted. : 


Is Disappointed. 


It was the saddest disappointment 
of a dong and adventurous career 
when, despite his best efforts, Gen- 
eral. Miles was uot recalled to ac- 
tive service in 1917. He had been 
retired in 1903 upon reaching the 
age limit, but when the United States 
entered the European war, he asked 
to be sent to Siberia with the Amer- 
ican troops. It was decided, how- 
ever, that an exception could not be 
made in his case, Lence his last mili- 
tary service was in 1916, when he 
presided over the Medal of Honor 
board which reviewed the list. of offi- 
cers and men who had been honored 
by the nation with that decoration. 


General Miles received his first 
military training ut the hands of a 
former officer of the French army 
who eked out a livelihood in Boston 
by teaching a number of young men 
the tactics employed by the French 
army. It was quite natural that his 
ambitions should center on the army, 
for he sprang from a long line of 
fighting colonists en the paternal side. 
The family traced its apzestry back 
to the Rev. John Mylec, a “fightin 
parson,” who, upon the outbreak of 
“King Phillip war”. in 1675, girded 


on his sword and led the colonists” 


against the Indians. Captain Myles’ 

home was fortified by the pioneers, 

and from there he led many subse- 

quent forays against the red men. 
Was a Fighter. 

Young Nelson himelf was a fighter 
and Indian* vanquisher from his ear- 
liest youth. While at school@he was 
never so happy as when leading his 
comrades against imaginary “Indians,” 


j}who were always uppermost in the 


young soldier’s mind. His elder broth- 
er, Daniel, who taught him in school, 
used his military predilection to calm 
the boy’s prankish moments. He was 
sore pressed to discipline Nelson until 
he used military terms. Being kept 
after school or thrashed had little ef- 
fect, but when the teacher said: “Nel- 
son, you have disobeyed the command 
of your superior officer, and are a 
prisoner of war,” the results were im- 
mediate. 

General Miles. was born at West- 
minster, Mass., April 8, 1839, and re- 
ceived an academic education there 
and in Boston. In later years he was 
awarded the honorary degree of LL.D. 
by Harvard, Brown and ‘Colgate. 

When the civil war broke out many 
civilians organized units with their 
own funds, and later took command of 
their townsmen inthe army. When 
the Roxbury Guards were recruited, 
the enthusiastic citizens of that town

Meets Assailant. 

By some queer coincidence many 
years after the war, Miles met the 
Confederate soldier who fired the bul- 
let. The man was only 150 yards 
from his, target, and only the fact 
that the’ bullet struck Miles’ belt 
buckle saved the officer from death. 

“I aimed at your heart,” the man 
said, “but think the motion of your 
horse carried the ball a little low. 
After what has occurred during those 


86 years * am glad 1 missed that 


shot.” 

Although only 24 years old, Miles 
had become famous in army circles, 
and Grant, Meade, Burnside, McClel- 
an, Hooker, Hancock and every otler 
field officer under whom he served, 
urged his promotion. He continued 
his record at the Wilderness, and at 
Spottsylvania he led his men wit 
such bravery that he soon received 
his commission as brigadier general. 
He was later honored with the brevet 
of major general, with the citation 
“for gallant and meritorious service 
at Spottsylvania.” 

Mustered Out. 


At the age of 26 Miles was muster- 
ed out of the volunteers, when the 
War ceased, and was recommissioned 
colonel in the regular establishment. 
After commanding the department of 
Maryland and Virginia he was de- 
tailed to command the department of 
North Carolina, and here showed his 
great ability in the tasks of peace- 
time reconstruction, far more diffi- 
eult than those of war. 

His Indian service began in 1870 
He then embarked on campaigns 
which were to bring to a close the In- 
dian wars which had lasted through 
all the history of the country. He 
won the thanks of the legislatures of 
four western states, and the ranks, 
in suecession, of brigadier and major 
general in the regular army. 

The name of Miles is woven into 
the romance of the west. 

He met, fought and. defeated the 
Cheyennes, Comanches and Kiowas in 
the southwest. He chastised and sub- 
jugated the Sioux in the northwest, 
Sfvine Sitting Bull out of his coun- 
try. He made a forced march of 160 
miles in the winter of 1877, when the 
1emperature at times dropped to 40 
degrees below zero, and captured Chief 
Jcseph and his Nez Perces, who had 
loug caused the government trouble. 

Crazy Horse, Lame Deer, Spotted 
Eagle, Elk Horn, Broad Road, Natchez 
and other Indian chiefs quailed before 
his advances. ‘Geronimo and _ his 
bloody Apaches, when chased and cor- 
nered by Miles, refused to capitulate 
unless they could do so to Miles per- 
sonally. 
Indian uprésing in 1890, during which 
Sitting Bull was shot, and the other 
rebellious Indians meekly surrendered 
when tlfey heard that it was the “Big 
Chief Bear Coat” who was on their 


tral. 

In 1894 Miles was called to subdue 
the historic Chicago railroad strike. 
He handled the crisis with such tact 
and executive ability that he won fur- 
ther renown. : . 

President Cleveland rewarded the 
general's distinguished services by ap- 
pointing him commanding general of 


the United States army. He was then

Political enemies were now rife in 
the army. Miles was in opposition 
te the administration. He was de- 
el:.red’to have taken the stand that as 
commander of the army he was the 
supreme military power of the coun- 
try and was therefore un ng to 
take orders from the administration. 
Forgetting, it was said, the powers ‘of 
the president as commander-in-chief, 
the fiery war horse was constantly 
quarreiing with the president and sec- 
retaries of war. He quarrelied with 
President. Cleveland and his war sec- 
retary, Lamont; with MeKinley an 
Secretary Alger, and with Rooseveit 
and Root. 

— 


Ile was officially reprimanded for 
pubhie indorsing Admiral Dewey's re. 
port in the Schley case, and because 
of strained relations with Roosevelt, 
he wes sent, shortly before retiring, 
to wake a tour of the world to inspec: 
armies of other powers. On his 64th 
birthday, having «reached the age of 
retirement, but yet never an old man, 
General Miles was retired from office 
without the appreciation and praise 
custemary toward retiring com- 
manders. # 

He retained his fighting spirit how- 
ever,. and matetataal his military con- 
nections by becoming adjutant gen- 
eral cf the Massachusetts militia, in 
which he served for some time. He 
devoted considerable time to writinz 
several books and a number of maga- 
zine articles, both before and after 
retirement. “Serving the Republic.” 
and “Personal Recollections,” his two 
hooks, describe his career from New 
England to the time of his retire- 
ment, and are full of civil war detail 
and ‘“‘wild west” adventures. 

fSeneral Miles married Miss Marv 
Holt Sherman, niece of the famous 
civil war leader, in 1868, while serv- 
ing with wesfern troops. Two chil- 
fren. a son and a danghter were born 
to them. The son, Colonel Sherman 
Mile, established an enviable record 
in the world war, and was later sent 
to Constantinople as an observer for 
the United States when the Turkish 
army defeated the Greeks in 1922 and 
reentered Europe. The danghter, 
Cecclie Sherman Miles, married Colo- 
nel Samuel Reber, TU.

“If we back these men we must be 
prepared for the consequences that 
will follow naturally. 

ill Destroy Dawes Plan. 

“The sort of talk by which these 
leaders keep people’s minds off the 
real remedies for Europe’s maladies 
will bring the crash of the Dawes 
plan “and of all the plans for Euro- 
pean reconstruction; and the cras' 
will be heard amid the clash of arms 
when the war begins. So long as 
people fail to understand these facts 
there can be no economic reconstrve- 
tion, oe 

‘Europe is over-populated. It was 
nossible before the war for all Euro- 


“oe 


peans to support themselves only he- 
cause raw materials were pouring int 
European countries, and these people 
worked them into manufactured ar- 
ticles and threw these articles back 
into the world’s markets. They had 
the money and the markets to do it 
then. The war lost Europe the 
money and the markets and the en- 


ergy. of her people—and left the 
same population of 400.000.000 who 
cannot live under the old conditions. 

“The three possible remediés are 
emigration, birth control, and the 
colonization of Europeans in Europe. 

Emigration Virtually Cut Off. 

“But as -regards emigration, the 
United States and Canada irtually 
have ruled out that possibility. Rus- 
sia is closed. The opportunities in 
South America are limited. 

“The whole reactionary crowd of 
ideaologists is opposed to birth con- 
trol. The rulers of Europe want 
more people, the more the better. 
Unemployment is bad when viewed 
objectively, but it means cheap labor 
in time of peace and cheap soldiers 
in time of war, when millions would 
volunteer because they would ra ber 
die quickJy in battle than slowly at 
home of starvation. The horror of 
war is less to them than the horror. 
of peace, with its slow decay, its 
disease and demoralization. 

“Colonization of Kuropeans in Eu- 
rope would mean giving the land to 
the people. Feople in over-populated 
eountries wonld go back to the land 
and learn to support themselves. But 
that would meen the breaking up of 
the feudal.system of big estates. 

“So, I have little hope that any of 
these solutions will- be applied. FEu- 
rope’s statesmen are too narrow-mind- 
ed to do it.” |

The results of blending the different 
colors and crossing the different spe- 
cies will be of the greatest interest. 

“My own experiments have been 
chiefly with the Japanese iris laeva- 
gata, and I raised great quantities of 
them at one time, planting them on an 
acre of damp ground on one of my 
experiment farms. The color combina- 
tions Were wonderful and beautiful, 
and the forms as well, for there were 
both single and double flowers and the 
seedlings varied in height from 8 
inchés to 4 or 5 feel’ 


“Did they vary so much because: 


they had been transplanted?’ I asked.

Applications to 
build a large hydro-electric power daw 
on the Tennessee river, about 30 miles 
below the government plant at Muscle 
Shoals, designed to supply the power 
needs of Mississippi and western Ten- 


with the federal power commission 
today by the Mississippi Power. com- 
pany and the Muscle Shoals Hydro- 
Electric Power company..: 

The site proposed in the Mississippi 
power application is just below the 
mouth of Bear creek, on a_ short 
stretch of the river forming the boun- 
dary line between Mississippi and 
Alabama, and that in the other ap- 
plication is at Riverton, Ala., just 
below the mouth of the Colbert Shoals 
government canal. 

Both of the applying companies are 
associate companies of the: Alabama 
Power company, all being. controlled 
by the Souheastern Power and Light 
company. : 

It was understood by the commis- 
sion that there is no conflict between 
the two applications, the proposed 
sites being only about ten miles apart. 
It will remain for the commission to 
determine which site would be most 
advantageous from both a navigation 
and power standpoint. 

Both companies, it was set forth, 
already own land sites for proposed 
developments, and it was understood 
the Mississippi Power company in- 
tends to acquire additional electric 
utility holdings in Mississippi, where 
it now has more than a score, with a 
view to linking up a system of high- 
voltage lines from the Tennessee river 
to the gulf. Connection of this system 
with trunk lines from the hydro-elec- 
tric fields of Alabama was said to be 
another future possibility. 

Both applicants stressed the asser- 
tion that power needs in Mississippi 
and western Tennessee, even in view 
of availability of surplus power from 
Muscle Shoals, justify early construc- 
tion of the proposed plants. 

Both applications were said to con- 
flict as to site with a recent applica- 
tion filed with the commission by the 
Southern Power & Light company, a 
holding company for the Mississippi 
Power & Light company. ‘This appli- 
cation was for a préliminary permit 
which would allow three years for the 
acguisition of necessary riparian 
rights, the company not stating that 
it owns a dam site or other holdings in 
Alabama.

SACRAMENTAL WINE 
SEIZED: JEWS PROTEST 


Washington, May 15.—(By the, As- 
sociated Press.)—The sacramental 
wine issue which has disturbed pro- 
hibition agencies in various sections, 
was thrust squarely up to headquar- 
ters here today when the congrega- 
tion of Ohev Sholom Synagogue an- 
nounced it would fight for the re- 
turn of S51 quarts of wine seized 
from its representiiive. 

Semuil Kaitlin, 64 years old, was 
arrested at the time of the seizure 
last night charged with selling the 
beverage. Rabbi J. TI’. Loeb, protest- 
ing Kaitlin’s innocence of law viola- 
tien, explained that he had been des- 
ignated to handle the synagogue’s 
wine under the prohibition law. 

Meanwhile, probibition authorities 
announced they would move toward 
further investigation of the syna- 
gogue. Assistant Commissioner Jones 
declared so much difficulty had been 
encountered in enforcing prohibition 
in connection with the use of sacra- 
mental wines that a check up of mem- 
berships of certain Jewish synagogues 
had been ordered. 

Kaitlin was charged — specifically 
with selling two gallons of wine to a 
prohibition agent. The transaction 
was alleged to lave taken place at 


(his home, where the wine was stored. 


Rabbi Abraham Simon, a leader of 
the reform branch of the Jewish faith, 
who has stated his belief that fer- 
mented wine is xot necessary in the 
observance of the Jewish sacraments, 
while declining to comment today on 
the Kaitlen case, declared jail sen- 
tences and not fines should be given 
those who violated the sacramental 
wine regulations,

Scarcity of wheat available for fill- 
ing May contracts here gave such a 
sharp new-upturn to Chicago prices 
early that buying of wheat to be for- 
warded to this city was soon reported 
from Omaha and later from Minne- 
apolis.

The rains were regarded 
as bettering the new crop outlook, and 
therefore caused declines in price for 
the July delivery and September, as 
having an indirect sympa- 
thetic, influence on May. Buropean 
crop estimates were also enlarged. 

Warmer weather and slowness of 
cash demand brought about lower 
prices for corn, end so too did a 
further break in hog values. Oats 
dragged slower with corn.
